IRELAND. 
London, Jttna 8. — An Orange meeting 
hero to-day to protest against the procln- 
mathn of Earl Spencer directed ngiunai 
a meeting of their brethren which whs 
announced for to-day ntNowry, expressed 
their sympathy for the royalists 'of Irp- 
land, and resolved to give them every as- 
sistance. Shortly before the meeting it 
was reported telegrams were received 
stating that 8f>0 Orangemen started for 
Newry by the Stumor routo, 050 more 
sailed from Fleetwood and 1,200 from 
Barrow in Fumes, for the same destina- 
tion, 

London, June 0. — Orangemen who 
wero to hive started from England to 
Newry were stopped by the secretary of 
the Orange society, owing to Sponcor'e 
proclamation. 

ITALY, 

Romk, June 8.— The consistory for the 
creation of cardinals is deferred until 
autumn, owing to a disagreement of the 
Vatican and government on account of 
the alleged breach of the concordat. 

ENGLAND. 

London, June 7. — The Times sayf 
Blaine's nomination will bo received with 
satisfaction. Not only has ho boon the 
most popular, but the most conspicuous 
and respected politician in the ranks of 
the republican party, which has done 
itself credit by tho nomination. He is 
well known and distinguished. If the 
democrats should make up their mind to 
a definite, reasonable free-trade policy, 
they certainly will have moro sympathy 
this aide of the Atlantic than hitherto. 
Meantime we congratulate the country on 
the choice of a candidate so eminently 
suited ua Blaino to represent and uphold 
tho dignity of the United Siates. 

London, June 8. — The voyage of the 
steamer Maine was uninterrupted until 
five o'clock on the morning of tho '2d inst , 
when I lie shaft broke. The vessel then 
proceeded under sail with variable winds 
She sailed well, the weather being calm, 
and the passeniieru showing no alarm. 
Eighty bags of mail, a few passenger* 
and £10,000 in specie were landed at 
Southampton. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, June 8.— The government has 
sent a communication to tho French gov 
eminent, regarding commercial stipula- 
tions in the Tien Tsen treaty. It con- 
gratulates Franco on her military success, 
but objects to her commercial policy in 
closing certain Chinese provinces to gon 
eral trade. 

Berlin, June 8.— Prince William of 
Wurtemburg will visit Queen Victoria at 
Balmoral. He seeks the hand of Pfince»h 
Boatrico hi marriage. 

CHINA. 

Paris, June 8. — Armani accepted the 
treaty as prepared by France without tak 
ing any modifications. By it Annam ia 
placed under a French protectorate. The 
French agent in Cochin China will ropro 
sent Annam in all their foreign relations, 
and Annam will form a custom union with 
Cochin China. The departments of pub- 
lic wo^ks and telegraph service and fin- 
anco and customs will form a single 
branch of administration under the direc 
tions of French agents. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
St- Joiinb, Juno 7- — A fishing schooner 
commanded by Noil Showner, with a crew 
of thirtoen hands, was wrecked in Trinity 
bay- All hands poriahed. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Oak Point, June 8 — Courtnoy failed 
to appear yesterday at the time for start- 
ing in the race with Ross, who rowed over 
the course "in 23 minutes 09J seconds, a 
distance of miles with a turn.

Among them wero 
the "Now York Reformers," who refused 
to state what action they meditated in 
viow of their defeat. Blaino men appear 
jubilant.

THE CARRYING OUT OF THE 
SETTLEMENT BILL. 

When the Settlement Bill was finally 
passed, alter long delays and many mis- 
givings, a groat result was attained. It 
was bolieved that the troubles of the pro- 
vince were at an end, and that henceforth 
British Columbia was to bo tho promised 
land, flowing with milk and honey both 
to thoso who already possessed it and to 
thousands of immigrants who would bo at- 
tracted to it by its mild climate and many 
resources. Although most gratifying the 
result has nut altogether borne out these 
expectations, Tho agreement was that 
the Dominion government should take 
over the drydock and complete it with 
"all convenient speed." The Dominion 
government were also to use "every ex- 
ertion" to place their lauds on the railway 
belt on tho mainland in tho markef'at the 
earliest possible date. " As regards the 
construction of tho Island railway that 
portion of the agreement has been carried 
out, and Mr. Dunsmuir and his company 
have lost no time in commencing tho pre- 
liminary surveys, though some weeks must 
elapse before the actual construction can 
commence. Now the provincial govern- 
ment, in anticipation of the passage of tho 
Settlement Bill, made "every exertion" to 
bring immigration into the province, never 
doubting that the drydock would be com- 
menced immediately, and that the lands in 
the railway belt would be thrown open as 
promised. The first would have supplied 
a numerous class of immigrants with labor 
on their entry into the province, pending 
the actual commencement of the Island 
railway, and the second would have given 
land and employment to the agricultural 
settler. The immigrant has arrived, but 
owiu* to the delays of the Dominion gov- 
ernment he finds himself invited to an 
imaginary feast of which ho can touch 
nothing, and in some cases he has neither 
the means to support himself nor to re- 
turn home. This is not the fault of tho 
provincial government; all the conditions 
on tho part of the province have been ful- 
filled. Both the Peace river lands and 
tho drydock have been made ovor to the 
Dominion government. That there was 
no misconcoption as to the terms on which 
tho drydock was to be taken over is prov- 
ed by the fact that the authorities at Otta- 
wa almost immediately awarded, or rather 
re-awarded, tho contract to McNamoe & 
Co., and that gentleman at once notified 
his friends here that he was about to visit 
the province with a view to the immediate 
commencement of the work. But ho hasn't 
come, though the drydock is gaping for 
him; nor has he offered any reasons for 
not calling again; nor have the Dominion 
government risen to explain— oven an ex- 
planation is bettor than nothing. This is 
the situation at present, and, to say the 
least, it is a very annoying and dangerous 
as it places those who have endoavorod to 
end the difficulties with the Dominion in 
a false position, and gives those who have 
always done their best to oppose such a 
policy at least a temporary justification of 
their principles of action. To the province 
at largo the effect has been injurious in 
the extreme, as the majority of tho mem- 
bers from different sections who, support- 
ed the Settlement Bill in good faith, aro 
left with an impression that in vital points 
it iB only a dead letter, and this idea ex- 
tends with much greater force to their 
constituents, who see the settlement of 
the country retarded because their is no 
certain tonure on which lands can be had. 
Men with money in their pockets, anxious 
to buy mainland land, decline the uncer- 
tain privilege of squatting upon it and turn 
their faces contemptuously to the east. 
Such a condition of things is inexplicable, 
unbusinesslike and exasperating, especially 
in a province whore the Dominion gov- 
ernment has been so remiss in fulfilling 
its engagements, and where tho people 
have made such large concessions to ob- 
tain a settlement which, so far, has un- 
settled some things more than over. Had 
the work on the drydock been commenced 
the laborer would have found employment 
and business and industry would have 
been stimulated in all their branches; had 
.the land been thrown open as promised 
tho mainland would have gained a steady 
increasing agricultural population, the 
great want of tho province. But now the 
immigrant and the would-be sottler are 
turning away disgusted and "the conveni- 
ent speed" of the Dominion is proving a 
dire inconvenience and injury to every- 
body. It is earnestly to be hoped that 
the present situation will not be prolong- 
ed, that some explanation will be offered, 
and that the arrangements that have been 
consummated in apparent good faith will 
not be marred by the way in which thoy 
are executed. Although the island may 
bo supposed to benefit more directly by 
the Settlement Bill yet it has no wish to 
accopt any advantage at the expense of 
the mainland. The whole province is in- 
terested in seeing the provisions of the 
bill carried out, and nothing is so calcul- 
ated to weaken its endeavors in this di- 
rection as any impolitic display of thoso 
little family jealousies which, however en- 
tertaining among ourselves, aro always apt 
to have a very bad effect when exhibited 
beforo strangers. It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that notwithstanding the delay which 
has occurred no further remonstrance 
will be needed, but that in case it should 
bo necessary it will be made by a united 
province ::: a voice that has no uncertain 
sound. 



FILTERING -THE WATER. 

As summer with its warm weather is at 
hand every family should give some atten- 
tion to purifying their drinking water. Elk 
Lake, in comparison with the service and 
supply of many other cities, is free from im- 
purities. Still there must necessarily bo 
much that should be eliminated before the 
water is tit for use. Considerable attention 
has been given to the question of water 
filtering by practical scientists, and it has 
been tho subject of much experiment. 
Nevertheless, what constitutes the best 
filter is still an open question. The Jap- 
anese uso a porous stone hollowed in the 
shape of an egg, through which the water 
percolates into the receptacle underneath; 
the Egyptians have a similar method, and 
tho Spaniards use a porous earthen pot or 
bottle. These dovices certainly have the 
effect of cooling tho water, but it is found 
that the same objection holds good iu regard 
to them as is urged against many of the in- 
ventions now in use; that is, that they can- 
not bo thoroughly cleansed, for after the 
most careful rinsing some impurities still 
remain in the pores. The various forms of 
filters that aro to bo screwed to tho faucet 
are found to be of little use, us it is impos- 
sible to put auflloiont filtering matter within 
so little space. Another objection to tho 
Closed filters is that the impurities 



of tho water must sccumuJato as 
there is no way of removing them. Metal 
Alters aro to bo deprecated as thoy have an 
appreciable influence upon the water retain- 
ed in them for any length of time. Of all 
tho filtering materials that have been tried 
it is decided that sand aud charcoal aro 
the two that accomplish the best results,

The "Mudlark" is dead. Ho was years 
ago chief society reporter on tho London 
Morning Post. His baptismal name was 
Rumsoy Foster, and tho way in which he 
obtaiuod tho nickname of "Mudlark" was 
in this manner: From the position of so- 
ciety reporter ho was promoted to that of 
a kind of correspondent, and once when 
tho Queen and Prince Albert went to 
Franco he managed to secret himself on 
board tho royal yacht. Unluckily ho was 
a little too quick in emerging from his hid- 
ing pluoe. Ho Was u.1 oueu an object of 
interest to the equorrios and such like and 
was ordored to go ashore. Ho smilingly 
pointed to the mile or so of water between 
the yacht and tho shore. But equerry dom 
was inexorable, and tho unhappy stow- 
away was pitched into a beat and rowed 
to a mudbank, on which ho was in a way 
"marooned" until a passer by took him 
ashore. From this untoward exploit ho 
got tho name of tho "Mudlark."

Tho choir formed a pro- 
cession down the asile to meet the bride 
and then walked before her to their places 
in the church, chanting a bridal hymn. 
After the ceremony tho choir again formed 
in procession and walked before the bride 
aud groom down the aislo to the entrance 
gate. 

A retired grocer named John Mid dleton 
about 50 years of ago, committed suicide 
in a music hall at Motherwell, Lanark- 
shire, in view of tho entire audienco, about 
700 children from tho several schools of 
the town. Middleton had taken threo of

The 
screams and excitement of the children 
were fearful, and a rush was made for tho 
front door. The manager of the hall 
rushed to tho door and was just in time, 
as several children had fallen. The door 
opened to the outside, and in a short 
while tin hall was empty. Soma of the 



children fainted after reaching tho street. 
Middleton had said to his wife before 
going to the hall that he would boa dead 
man in two hours and a half.

How They are doing Ahead. 

On Sunday evening George McCuw, 
Thomas Anderson and James Deans re- 
turned from a tour of the islands of the 
Haro Archipelago. They were away about 
two weeks.

CANADA'S FUTURE. 

Sir Richard Caitw n^lil fore- 
shadows a Union of Kn^isli 
Speaking Peoples. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, fit Toronto, 
on Tuesday night, said: -1 have found 
in my various discussions, particularly 
with the younger portion of the Reform 
party, that there appears to be in many 
quarters a considerable feeling of un- 
rest, a considerable amount : of discon- 
tent and doubt as to the stability of 
our present form of government ai»l 
anxiety as to what in the long ruu is 
likely to be the fate oE the Confedera- 
tion. I cannot wonder that it should 
be ao. I cannot ovpu desires that it 
should be otherwise. I believe it is a 
wholesome sign when we see the young 
men beginning to discuss and agitate 
these questions. (Cheers.) ft is a 
natural thing. There cau be no doubt 
whatever, that as we grow and out- 
country becomes more consolidated, by 
and-bye our people will naturally as- 
pire to a more independent form of ex- 
istence than we now have; (cheers) and 
for myself I begin to think that this 
is a question which may well be raised 
and mav well be discussed. (Renewed 
cheers.) As you all know, two or three 
distinct courses have been suggested 
for our consideration. Pracitscally, as 
everybody knows, there is always in 
the background, situated as we are, a 
small country alongside of a great, one, 
the possibility, and in the minds of 
some people the desirable possibility, 
that 

WE MAY BE ADSORBED 

into our great republican neighbor. 
For myself, I say frankly that to me 
that has always appeared as an igno- 
minious surrender. (Loud cheers.) As 
only one form of national suicide. (He 
newed cheers.) 1 say that, however 
great the people of the United States 
may be -and I do not desire to diminish 
their greatness one whit — however ex- 
cellent their institutions, I think there 
is enough vitality and strength in Can- 
ada to ensure more than the mere 
merging of our national existence in 
that of the United States. I am not 
in favor, even it L were belter convin- 
ced than I am, that it would be for 
our material advantage of bartering our 
birthright for a mess of pottage. (Loud 
cheers.) * * * * Then there is 
what is a natural and obvious thing — 
the possibility of Canada in a speedy 
period becoming an independent pow- 
er, and acquiring an independent ex- 
istence. (Loud cheees. ) That is a matter 
to be discussed, to be seriously and 
gravely discussed. 1 will venture to 
say that if Canada desires it, and when 
Canada thinks herself tit for that in- 
dependence and chooses to ask for it, 
no Englishman will be found in the 
least degree disposed to place barriers 
in the way. (Renewed cheers.) But 1 
am bound as an honest man to tell you 
this, that in any judgement and in the 
judgement of those well entitled to 
speak, that time has hardly as yet 
come. (Renewed cheers.) 

AN ANGLO SAXON CONFEDERACY. 

I t has appeared to me fora very con- 
siderable time — I speak as an individ- 
ual mind and not in any respect as a 
member of a party — that our Confe- 
deration, which in some important re 
spects has no doubt been a considera- 
ble success (cheers), might he made the 
stepping stone to a project which 
would be of much greater magnitude 
and importance- -the project of a con- 
federation of all the English speaking 
countries in the world. (Loud cheers.) 
I do not mean to suggest to you the 
possibility of these countries being 
combined under one government as we 
are, but I say this is a fitting place, 
and in many respects this is a titting 
time to consider whether such a union 
might or might not lie, * * * There 
is one point on which I differ from 
many who have moro or less discussed 
this matter. I entertain no desire to 
see these nations combined under one 
sovereign. What I desire is simply to 
see a union which would remove, if 
possible, every risk of hostility between 
the great branches of the race. (Cheers.) 
I look to a sort of defense alliance 
something like (only better organized) 
the old Germanic Bund which subse- 
quently sri'pened into the German Em- 
pire, I know that the amplest powers 
of self-government must lie given to all 
the points of such a combination. 
There are already many bonds of union. 
We speak the same language, we enjoy 
substantially the same laws, we have 
in many respects siiniliar institutions, 
we have a common navy, a common 
flag, a common coinage, and a common 
consular system, all of which could be 
done without infringing on the inde- 
pendence of any of the Powers, and 
which would be sufficient for a start, 
there is very little doubt that closer 
union would follow from time to time 
as occasion might arise. 



Canon Vau^liaii on Tem- 
perance. 

The Rev. Canon Vaughan said, in 
the course of a recent sermon — "One 
who stands outside the total abstin- 
ence movement, or who touches it com 
parativelv lightly through the non-ab- 
staining branch (as it is called) of the 
Church of England Tern peril nee Soc- 
iety, can perhaps see something which 
the busy actors in the movement can- 
not so well see, and iuuy say some 
things which they cannot so well say, 
Looking at the movement thus, what 
strikes me very forcibly is the extra- 
ordinary success which it has obtained, 
and upon which all who love our coun- 
try may unite it congratulating the 
promoters of it. Jt is not merely that 
the organization for the promotion of 
total abstinence is extended through 
the length and breadth of the land, and 
is supported by thousands of enthusias- 
tic and devoted workers. It is not 
merely that what is sometimes called 
the "drink bill" of the country is quite 
noticeably diminished. It is, above 
everything else, this, that there is ade- 
t ided change of opinion and sentiment i 



on the subject, .vhich reaches far be- 
yond the limits of tlio organizations 
which have the promotion of total 
abstinence specially for their aim. A 
measure of this change, which will 
help us to realize the extent of it; may 
be found by comparing the tone of the 
writings of a popular, upon the 
whole right-minded, author of 
some years ago, Charles 
Dickens, with the social tone which we 
ourselves are sensible how. Take up 
his "Pickwick Papers," for example, 
the most amusing and popular of his 
works, and what do we find? We rind 
the total abstinence movement, then in 
its infancy, turned into ridicule or held 
up to contempt. We find excessive 
drinking treated quite leniently as a 
very venial and pardonable offence. 
Even his most virtuous and charming 
characters are not incapable of it. So 
it was some forty years ago. How is 
it n owl The total abstinence move- 
ment, now in its maturity, is looked to 
with general respect and approval. 1 1 
is patronized and supported, and that 
in no ha If- hearted manner, by the great 
as well as by the good, by bishops and 
archbishops and peers of the realm, as 
well as by humble commoners and the 
general rank-and-file of society. And 
as- to what are sometimes called the 
'drinking habits' of the community, 
the change for the better in the upper 
and middle classes, and in very large 
section of the working classes, is quite 
extraordinary.
